About  132  long  coops  were  carried  from  Friday's  mar- 
ket and  WERE  LISTED  as  follows:  97  CROSSES,  9 LEGHORNS,  AND  18  COLORED  SPRINGS;  6 
roosters  and  2 ducks.  Trading  rather  slow,  with  stock  ranging  widely  in  size,  qualm 
and  condition.  The  6 truck  loads  delivered  to  dealers  up  to  12  noon  included:  4 Del. 
cross,  1 West  Virginia  reds  and  rocks,  total  5 springs:  1 Carolina  fowl,  plus  1 tbuci 
load  of  Delaware  cross  springs  due.  Direct  receivers  received  up  to  late  morning 
82,283  pounds.  Seizure  of  live  poultry  in  transit  by  the  Army  seems  to  be  increas- 
ing.
